Government t Experts Declare 
That Crop Is Not Heavy, but 
ls. Sufficient 


(By Associated Press,) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Whftle po- 
tatoes will not be a drug on the market 
this year consumers need not fear that 
there will not be enough to meet de- 
mands. 

In a special report today on the pota- 
to. outlook, L. C. Corbett, of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, declared that while 
the total harvest will be less than last 
year, it will be sufficient to supply nor- 
mai needs, 

The shrinkage in this year’s crop is as- 
eribed to the heavy hold-over crop from 
last season, the low prices and the gen- 
eral demoralization of the potato trade 
last autumn, which caused a reduction 
in acreage. * 

Indications are that Maine will pro- 
duce the largest crop ever recorded, 
while Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota 
and North’ Dakota will harvest a normal 
crop. The yields in Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut and New York and Ohio promise 
to “be light. The average condition of 
the crop is 10 per cent below the ten- 
year average, but about 10 per cent 
above the condition for the same sea- 
son in 1911.

Gaynor, the Man. 


Whatever may be thought of William J. Gaynor 
as mayor of New York, whether he be regarded as an 
apt follower of Machiavelli or as a wise, brave cham- 
pion of good government, it will scarcely be ques- 
tiofred that among all the leaders in the civic life 
of his time he stood forth as one of the ablest and 
most interesting. His enemies hated him bitterly 
put they never despised him. His saner critics found 
much to deplore or condemn in his latter record but 
they found also much to admire. Thousandg believed 
in him almost as in a prophet and hundreds of thou- 
sands who were indifferent or even hostile to his 
political course came under the spell of his quaint 
and virile personality. 

An interview or a speech from Mayor Gaynor was 
as different from the ordinary political utterance as 
the swift, sententious English of “Touchstone” is 
from the average “skit” of vaudeville. “He keeps the 
people from being bored,” said one of his sharpest 
critics, “by giving them racy anecdotes about John 
Calvin and racy extracts from Epictetus, when they 
expect him to uand them nothing .but rubber-stamp 
expressions and ideas.” Into the satiety of New 
York politics, he brought a certain indefinable fresh- 
ness from the uplands of his farm.and a certain 
strange wisdom gathered in life-long company with 
wise old. world-forgotten books. His letters written 
in the crush of official business on all manner of odd 
subjects to all manner of folk, are a treasury of 
humor and work-a-day philosophy so rare as to de- 
serve a place beside Ben Franklin’s own life-story. 

This is the Gaynor that will longest be remem- 
bered, the man who was so pungently himself, who 
fought and governed, who erred and succeeded and 
lived all his days.in a manner so distinctively his 
own that his end leaves us with a sense of loss like 
that we feel upon parting with the characters of our 
most absorbing novels or plays.

New York Politics Simplified. 


The sudden death of Mayor Gaynor simplifies and 
yet, in a measure, complicates the political situation 
in New York City. Threé tickets for the approaching 
municipal election were in the field, one of them 
headed by Edward E. McCall, Tammany’s nominee, 
another by John Purroy Mitchell, candidate of the 
so-called Fusion movement which was organized to 
prevent the election of a mayor controlled by Boss 
Murphy and a third headed by Mayor Gaynor, who 
was the choice of an independent element opposed 
equally to the Democratic machine and the Fu- 
sionists. 

It was expected that Mayor Gaynor would draw 
heavily from the strength of Mr. Mitchell, though 
his campaign for re-election was launched a few 
days chiéfly on a basis. of opposition to Tammany. 
Whether his followers will attempre to nominate an- 
other candidate in his place is as yet problematical, 
though it is hardly likely that they will do so, for 
they depended upon the Mayor’s popularity and his 
fighting genius. That he would have received a 
considerable yote, if not a large or victorious one, 
was never doubted. The question of the hour is to 
whom this vote will now fall, whether to Tammany 
or to the anti-Tammany forces. The leaders of the

It would seem, however, that the elimination of

The Beauty of the Wheat 


In all stages of its growth corn is beautiful, even 
in the earliest spring when our eyes are refreshed 
with its verdure, especially after a hard and pro- 
longed winter. With what interest we watch its grad- 
ual development, from, as it were, grassy blades, un- 
til it turns into the green ear in June, when the hedges 
are still blossoming and the fields spangled with 
flowers, The corn bastens on to its perfection, Weit- 
ing for the scorching sunshine which shall fully 
ripen it. 

It is hard to say which is the most beautiful of 
the several varieties of the corn grown in the British 
Isles, but the wheat is an acknowledged favorite, es- 
pecially in its yellow or tawny stage. 

Gradually it changes to this condition. First of 
all, aS you pass through the country, you notice a 
golden tinge among the green spears;@this soon be- 
comes more and more pronounced, until the yellow 
Stage is reached; the ears grow full and ripe, and they 
sway heavily to and fro in the breeze. If you look at 
the field at a distance, it has a ruddy or tawny ~s- 
pect, but as you come nearer and nearer the prevail- 
ing hue is more'or less golden. 

The wheat has a music of its own; it is different 
from what you hear in a barley field or oat patch. 
The ears are heavier, and the rustling is more sono- 
rous and more deeply musical than the ‘swishing of the 
pendulous oats or bearded barley. There are often- 
breezy days just as the wheat-is ripening when you 
can linger and listen to the rustling music; now and 
then is alias like the susurrus of the sea, and you 
are reminded of waves by seeing the cloud shadows 
flying over the wheat with a motion not altogetnc 
unlike the rising and falling of the sea.

They 
cease to be pacified and go out of their way to sting 
an unsuspecting warfarer if they see a storm coming. 

Spiders stop in the middle of the feverish weaving 
of their webs and hang dully and tiredly by their 
threads. So, too, with the humble denizens of the 
soil; worms wiggle up and stretch themselves, while 
toads come out of their holes in troops.

The American Penal System 
ie BY DR. FRANK CRANE. 
(Copyrignt, 1913, by Frank Crane.) 


It is hard, it 1s almost impossible, for advocates of 
a change in custom or government to get out from 
under a charge which has worn down to a platitude. 

The average man refuses to think, when he can 
wet his thinking ready-made. Sie: 

For instance, we, who believe that’ prisons and 
punishments are wrong, are generally ciassed with, 
the sentimental perverts who pet criminals, with the 
women who Garry bouquets to murderers, weep over 
the sad lot of burglars that have been justly laid by 
the heels, and want to feed them pie. 

Allow u&, therefore, to clearly state our point of 
view. : 

We are not opposed to the present prison system 
because of pity for jail birds. We are sorry for them, 
as any human being is sorry to witness suffering but 
if their-punishment were good for them or for society 
at large we would gladjy applaud their stripes. 

But our position is this: that the facts in the case 
prove beyond any reasonable doubt that the theory of 
punishment is both impotent for good and fruitful of 
evil. 

Why do we puniSh a thief or robber, 
ple? For three reasons only. 

First, to protect the community against him. We 
inearcerate him, shave his head, put him at hard la- 
bor, isolate him, or even hang him,’so that innocent 
citizens may be safe from his pernicious activities. 

Second, we punish him to “teach him a lesson,” to 
change him and make him an honest man. 

Third, it is also to give an example to other evil- 
doers and by fear to dissuade them from crime. 

All very well. The only trouble is, that sending a 
man to the penitentiary does not result in any of 
these benefits. 3 

As a rule, which any intelligent prison keeper will 
verify, the convict who has served his time comes 
back to society a worse criminal than when he went to 
prison, 
a crime by impulse, he has become a inember of the 
hardened criminal class and is a greater ménace, to 
the commonwealth than ever. : 

As a rule, instead of prison changing him to an 
honest man, it makes him a more vicious man. It de- 
stroys the little good character he had. 

And, as a rule, instead of his punishment deterring 
others it psychologically develops more criminals. 

Why, therefore, keep up a system that is proved 
by experience and reason to work precisely contrary 
to what we expected it to work? 

It is a pleasure to note that the more intelligent 
of the lawyers themselves are with us. At least they 
cannot be accuSed of maudlin sentimentality. At a

Montreal at which session William H. Taft was cho- 
sen president, Mr. Moorfield Storey, of Massachusetts, 
declared the American penal system a failure. 

“Our prisons are manufactories of criminals, and 
it is time we changed our whole method of dealing 
with convicts,” he said. 

“All convicted persons should be turned over to a 
commission charged with full responsibility for thei: 
eare and cust0dy under an indeterminate sentence, 
with authority to release them at such time and on 
such terms as would guarantee their future harmless- 
ness to society. 

“In other words, we*should treat criminals rather 
as sick men than as bad men, and our place of con- 
finement as hospitals rather than a prisons.”

The year after coming to Nebraska, in 1888, I de- 
livered fifty speeches against the Republican candi- 
date for governor, and in each one made it clear why 
he should not be elected. 4

Hetch Hetchy 


A grievous disappointment to the people of the 
United States is the passage of the vicious Hetch 
Hetchy bill by the national house. The news to date 
does not give the rollecall on this question if there 
was one.

Whoever they are they have sinned against 
the light. It is impossible that they should not have 
known better.

It has known that there 
were other sources of supply equally available with 
the one upon which it had fixed its insistent and in- 
Sidious purpose, but it has tried unsuccessfully to 
keep that vital fact from congress and the public 
It has not succeeded but apparently it did not need 
to succeed. The prize has been handed over without 
question, so far as the popular branch is ocncerned. 
The measure now goes to the senate. Is there enough 
virtue and steadfastness in that body to prevent the 
consummation of what would be a national crime? 
This is for the near future to disclose, What is the 
explanation of this guerdoning of fraud, this robbery 
of the American people? That is yet to come.—Bos- 
ton Transcript.

‘The reply to this is, of course, that the actual ef- 
fect of concealment or revealment depends upon cus- 
tom.. Changes produce effect, because of tucir nov. 
elty, and as the novelty fades the effect will fade 
The classic case of the London busman need hardly 
be cited to prove this. If it were true that the sight 
of the body is in itself immoral, then the swaddling 
of women would be nécessary to morality. But it 
custom is the chief factor, it is hardly intelligent to 
obstruct a tendency which is essentially whblesome 
because of temporary effects, 

Is the tendency wholesome? Mr. McCabe says; 
“The sentiment which tends to prevent women from 
allowing men to see them in a State of nudity, or in 
clothes that show the lines of’ their forms, causes 
women to wear clothing which is uncomfortable, in- 
convenient, embarrassing to their movements, unnec- 
essarily expensive, injurious to health, and dangerous 
to life in various ways.”

The upper garments are” 
usually of some thin material, and, according to 
the caprice of fashion, may not cover the arms, 
‘neck and upper part of the bust. A profusion of

“In strange contrast to such inadequate pro- 
tection of the upper and lower extremities, the 
waist and hips are Swathed and compressed in a 
‘torrid zone’ of whalebone, corset, belt, steels and 
the bands of the various under and outer gar- 
ments worn by the women of today. 

“The average woman wears a total of seven- 
teen layers of bands of some sort around her 
waist.

(nditioni-g Birds for Exhibition 


S many poultry 
f \ that you expect to exhibit 


close at hand 

should be selected and begin to 
handle them and put in the best 
condition possible for exhibition 
purposes. Many old birds have a 
few feathers that they have not 
thrown out or shed, and_ these 
feathers should be removed so 
that new ones can come in their 
place. Usually after the old 
feathers are ripe and ready to 
molt if they are removed they 
will be replaced with new ones 
inside of four to six weeks. Very 
often there will remain a few old 
feathers in the wing or tail. From 
some cause they do not molt out 
and, should be removed so that 
the new ones can come in their 
place, which they will usually do 
very quickly, especially if you are 
feeding them high. This has been 
an ideal summer for chickens to 
molt and a great many flocks are 
nearly through molting. When 
the feed has been cut short for a _ 
short length of time and heavy 
feeding begun they usually drop 
their feathers quicklY and take on 
a new coat almost before you 
know it.. If your flock of fowls 
have not molted, which is the case 
with some few the feed should be 
reduced for at least one week. or 
ten. days and start them to molit- 
ing “as quickly-as possible. ‘Nearly 
all old birds that have been prop- 
erly handled. are.fairly well molt- 
ed now, and many early hatched 
chickens have their new coat of 
plumage on and this coat is be- 
ginning to harden. Young birds 
usually have a softer coat than old ones, and it is not a good idea to 
wash the young birds unless it is carefully done, especially if their 
plumage has not hardened. ‘ 

After your birds have thoroughly molted, a tew. days before ex- 
hibition they should be washed thoroughly and given plenty time to 
dry out before shipping to the shew. The washing of birds requires 
skill and science to do a good job. There are but few people who know 
how to do this correctly, and unless it is done right it is better not to 
wash them at all. Many large breeders who ship exhibition birds 
continually have regular wash rooms especially built for this purpose, 
and are properly prepared to wash their birds and put them in shape 
for exhibition. It is absolutely, essential nowadays to do this if you 
win ia hot competition. In thi¢g section of country where competition 
is never so keen or so strong as it is in the east we have never been 
forced to add the little finishing touches and go to the trouble and 
expense that many eastern breeders have to to win on their birds. 
There are but few people ia the south who are willing to pay the price 
and appreciate a fancy chicken enough to put the care and attention on 
them that is required to make the very best possible show and to win 
in strong competition. : 

There will be many exhibitions this year throughout the entire 
south, These exhibitions are offering every season better inducements 
for the breeder who is willing to go to trouble and show his birds 
correctly, and many are learning how to do this. A great many peo- 
ple keep their birds for pleasure and recreation and they enjoy con- 
ditioning them properly and putting them in the best possible form to 
win. 


After the birds have been properly conditioned and every feather 
just right there is another important. thing, that many exhibitors fail 
to pay attention to, and that is handling their chickens to make them 
gentle so that they can be handled easily by the judge and show oft 
to the best advantage while:he iss judging or placing the awards. A 
lot depends on the position. the® éhicken’ shows itself in and also on the 
condition that it is in when it enters the show. room. Many a bird 
\yye proper handling and placing ia the right position can be made: to 
show to better advantage in shape and in style than if they were never 
handled or put in training as they are, The average bird that at- 
tracts attention and wins the first prize nowadays in hot competition 
is nsually handled for several weeks. or a month before being exhibited, 
und the premiums are so large and " 
so valuable nowadays that one can‘ @Q.——” 
afford to go to this extra trouble in 
conditioning their birds:
